In  rellecting  on  your  re- 
tpiest  to  receive  communications  from  the 
memheis  ol  this  mission,  I  have  resi)lvp(l  to 
send  yon  tin  acc(tiint  of  sevt'ral  conveistitlotis 
which  1  hail  at  .lerustdem,  w  ith  Mr.  Cooper, 
a  Bojjish  priest  I'rom  Bhiliulclphiu,  wlio  lias 
just  maile  ti  pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Citv. — 
He  ctdied  on  me  the  next  d.iy  after  his  :ii  ri¬ 
val,  \\  e  htid  severed  interviews,  anti,  at 
tthnost  every  interview,  a  loii'g  reli»ioiis  dis¬ 
cussion.  It  w;is  it  mtitfcr  of  sotne  interest  to 
me,  to  observe  how  his  views  tind  opinions 
would  comptire  w  ith  tliose  of  L:(tlns  in  this 
country.  \  on  nmy  well  stipjtost'  I  was  not 
ti  litth*  surprised  to  hctir  ;i  native  kmeiictin 
speak  in  la  vimr  of  the  Intjnisition.  He  thinks 
It  wti.s  u  good  institution.

that  the  ore, id  of  w  hirh  lie  speaks  came  dow  n 
fi'iin  heaven,  whcrcjis  t!i“  inxly  of Chri't,  as 
Mr.  (  v)oper  coiiles.'ed,  did  in>t  com  *  dowii 
frum  111  ;i\en.  After  trying  to  diveit  onr  at- 
tcntivin  from  tlie  point,  he  liiially  Jin'-wered 
l)\  s;n  ing  onr  ohji  ctioii  w:isa  childish  one- 
\Ve  stilted  :molher  diiriculty.  Chri't  sriys, 

I  am  fhe  bread  of  life,  the  hre;td  that  I  will, 
give  is  mv  ilesii — wln’rc.is  according  to  the 
I’apiil  docti  ine,  the  fiody  of  ( 'hrist  wa.s  not 
brea.l  '.mtil  the  iiistitJition  of  the  Lnclnirist. 
To  this  we  could  gel  no  reply  wh;itC'ver.  We 
showed  that  Ciirist  calls  the  wine  _//■/</;  of 
the  vine  after  its  consecriition,  and  th:it  Ikiul 
spt'iiks  of  eating  ih.at  Acerk/  unworthily,  ex- 
pri'ssions.  which  show  that  the  liread  remams 
breiid.  and  the  wine  remains  fruit  of  tlie  vine, 
ev»’n  :i  fter  ('oii'ecnilion.  His  only  reply  was 
thiit  hotli  tliese  expressions  must  hrjipnra- 
tirr. 

He  asserted  that  no  memlH’i'.s  of  tlie  Bo- 
misi)  chiir('!i  ever  lx  Ciime  I’rot'  staiit'  except 
vicious  men,  wiio  do  it  from  cornipt  and  li- 
('(•■ntioiis  motives,  to  avoid  disagree.alile  re¬ 
straints  and  to  obtain  liliei  ty  to  live  :i.s  tiiey 
ploise  ;  lint  on  tlie  contnirv,  I’rott  'lants  w  lio 
liecniiie  Latins,  generally  do  it  from  convic¬ 
tion  ;ind  pure  motives.  Heg;iveus:tn  .ic- 
connl  of  Mr.  Biirlter.  ii  Protestant  minister 
in  Cljin  iiiont,  N.  il.  who  w.is  vice-itresident 
of  a  College,  and  received  from  tiie  College 
and  Ills  piiris'ii  ;i  s:ilary  of  three  or  four  thou- 
>:••)(!  dollars  per  anuiim,  wlio  hecaim*  a  pa¬ 
pist,  and  i))  order  th;it  lie  might  become  a 
Briest,  iiis  wife  became  a  Nnn  at  New-^  oik. 
We  told  him  tluit  we  had  some  actiiiaintance 
in  tliat  part  of  t!ie  country,  but  had  never 
huai'd  of  anv  such  I’vent,  tli:it  tlie  liigiiest 
ecclesiastical  salaries  in  that  neighhonrhoixl 
are  not  more  than  live  or  six  luni'lred  dollars, 
and  t’nat  none  of  tiie  New-Fngland  ('olleges 
liiive  such  an  ollicer  iis  vice-pr<‘sident,  ex¬ 
cept  Williams,  wliere  Bt.  Hyde  holds  tiie 
..rdee,  hut  witliont  any  emolument.  All 
this.  Imwevm',  weiglied  nolliiug  "itii  liim.^ 

■  In  one  of  our  interviews,  .Mr.  Cuopersp()ke 
oftheBoman  Catliulic  sovereigns  as  liaving 
persecuted  tlic  Boman Cat holic churcli.  Nl r . 
Cook  told  him  that  this  persecution  had 
Igeen  mutual,  and  the  cause  of  it  was  the 
Bope's  daiming  apolitical  power  superior 
tiT  that  of  Kings.  Mr.  Cooper  denied  in  the 
strongest  terms,  that  the  Bone  had  ever 


claimed  any  such  authoritv.  In  n  subse¬ 
quent  interview,  he  alluded  to  this  conver¬ 
sation,  and  said  they  had  sometimes  claimed 
tills  power,  and  accordingly  deposed  sove¬ 
reigns.  I  asked  whether  they  had  ever  re- 
lintjulshed  their  ckiim  to  this  power.  Ho 
conl'essod  that  they  never  had  ;  and  he  think'* 
U|K)n  the  whole,  that  if  hr  mere  called  nuon 
to  rriec  an  opinion  iriih  hi>t  snh'ution  at 
stake,  lie  should  say  that  tiiey  have  a  right 
to  this  power. —  He  endeavoured  to  siippoii 
tins  opini(>n  by  the  declaration  of  our  Savi¬ 
our,  All  power  in  heaven  and  earth  is  giv¬ 
en  unto  me;”  and  he  asserts  tli.rt  Cliiist 
gave  all  this  power  to  his  disciples.  '^I’his 
:issertion  he  attempts  to  prove  by  the  text, 

“  As  my  Father  liath  sent  me,  so  send  I  you.'’ 
To  show  Itim  that  lie  had  iinother  dilVicuity 
to  eucounter  in  proving  that  this  power  be¬ 
longs  to  the  I’ope.  I  cited  the  Fiithers.  .!«•- 
rome  .s;iys, Paul  reproved  Peter,  which  he 
would  not  luive  ditred  to  do,  if  he  luid  not 
known  himscll  to  lie  his  equal,”  and  Grego¬ 
ry  said,  '*  I  say  confidently,  that  whoever 
oiils  himself  1  iiivers.al  Priest,  or  de.sires  to 
he  called  so,  in  his  e.xaltation,  excels  yVnli- 
christ,  in  that  he  proudly  puts  himself  before 
others."  I  cited  several  similar  passages. 
Ho  replietl  that  all  these  passages  must  be 
mis-(juoted.  or  else  there  must  be  something 
iu  the  conue\it)ii  to  e.xplaiu  them,  because 
all  the  I  athors  teach  the  supremacy  of  the 
I’opc.  He  cited  no  proofs  of  tliis,  however, 
;iiul  either  could  not,  or  wouhl  not,  refer  nie 
to  any  authoiity.  He  asserts  that  til!  the 
tinx'ol  PhoCiis,  the  the  Greeks  always  ac- 
knowledg'ed  the  Pope's  supremacy;  after 
tluit,  they  levolled,  hut  several  times  sub¬ 
mitted  agiiin.  alwxiys  revolting,  howitver, 
s(X)U  alierwards.  till  llieir  hist  submission  at 
till'  (JoiMcil  of  Florence,  and  tlieir  final  re¬ 
volt,  which  soon  followed.  Air.  Cooper 
thinks  that  il  wa.s  in  jiimishment  for  this  sin, 
tliat  (fod  g.ive  them  info  tlie  lumds  of  the 
'I'lirks,  and  Ita.'left  them  till  this  time  in  slave¬ 
ry.  He  tliinks  llie  Popes,  with  only  two 
or  three  exceptions,  have  been  lioly,  godly 
men,  and  have  govereed  the  church  in  a 
most  paternal  manner.  The  great  hodv  of 
tile  Pajuil  clergy  too,  lie  says,  :ire  exempla¬ 
ry  pious  uuMi.  \  b’w,  he  confesses,  are  had 
men,  and  s:iys,  he  luites  them  worse  than  we 
do.  I  asked  his  opinion  of  Piiscal's  writings. 
He  repliiHl,  'I’liey  are  generally  esteemed, 
thoiigli  some  luive  ohjeciion.s  against  them, 
pariicukirly  his  letters  Jigainst  the  Jesuits. 
It  i.s  gener:illy  believed  that  the  Jesuits  went 
tot)  tar  in  the  la  xncss  of  their  morality',  but  I 
think  otlierwisc,  I’ossibly  a  few  may  have 
done  so,  hut  not  generally.  And  you  would 
be  surprised  to  see  how  far  wo  can  with  pro¬ 
priety  go  in  the  way  of  accommodation  iti 
many  cases. 

Mr.  Cooper.  Bnke  otlier  Papists,  is  not  at 
all  ilisconcerted  at  being  detected  in  a  mis¬ 
take,  a  l.il'eimod,  or  self-contradiction.  In 
speiiking  of  Air.  Braugh,  an  Irisii  Priest, 
who  in  tuUilment  of  a  vow,  iiad  made  the 
pilgriiurtge  to  Jerusalem  witliout  money,  and 
on  li)ot,  except  wliile  at  sea,  Air.  Cooper 
S  lid.  h‘*  tiiought  the  man  had  performed  as 
mud)  penance  as  Paul  himself,  and  he  was 
sure  uotliing  hut  a  constant  sense  of  the  Di- 
\iiR»'  1 1( e.'seiii.i-  could  cuahh'  :Jitv  man  to  g''» 
tliroiigh  'O  much,  ^\'e  referred  to  the  Fa- 
keers  of  India,  and  to  w  hat  men  of  the  world 
obeli  suffer  10  piiisuit  of  worldiv  objects. 
\\  itli()ut  the  least  difliciiltv,  he  immedialelv 
shifted  iiis  groinul  entirely,  aiid  said  no  ex- 
tri'iud  actions  or  sulTerings  could  be  decisive 
evidence  of  the  state  of  tiie  heart. 

It  will  be  seen  from  tiic  preceding  state- 
mi  ijfs  til. it  Ml  .  C.  means  to  be  a  dutiful, 
I'lteilieut  son  of  tbe  Romish  church,  iio 
slicks  at  uoiliiug,  howfver  iihsurd  or  [irepos- 
terous.  I  confess,  indeed,  that  iiis  asserting 
so  often  that  lie  knew  wiuit  he  saiil  was  true, 
made  me  siisitect  that  he  luid  in  re;ili(y  some 
'louhts  and  misgivings  :ihout  what  he  .siiid. 
Hiid  his  mind  heeii  entirely  at  re.st,  I  think 
lie  would  not  have  felt  the  need  of  so  many 
strong  :issevera lions. 

!  Ix'lieve  m.'uiy  Protestants  Ix’gin  to  think 
tliat  Po|)ery  lias  of  late  iissumeii  a  imtre 
mild  form.  It  is  no  doubt  true  tluit  the  Pa¬ 
pal  cliurcli  has  lost  her  power,  and  therefon? 
omnot  pl;iy  the  tyrant  as  herretofore. —  But 
one  would  suppose  tluit  we  miglit  look  for  ti 
mild  modiliciitiou  of  Popi’rv  in  the  Cnited 
.St:ites,  if  any  where.  Hut  Protestants  ought 
to  remember  tliat  it  is  I*ap:il  policy  to  be 
mild  until  titey  have  power  to  be  severe..
